Zambia is a land- 
locked country 
located in the Sub- 
Saharan Africa. 
It is roughly the 
size of the state of/ 
Texas and has 
a population 
of about 
13 million people. There 
are 73 different languages and dialects 
spoken in country making it a melt- 
ing pot of different tribes. Zambia has 
a tropical climate and is known for its 
beauty most notably Victoria Falls, 
one of the seven natural wonders of the 
world. 

Zambia is also one of the poorest 
countries in all the world. It is esti- 
mated that 68% of the population lives 
at or below the international poverty 
line ($1.25 per day). Because schools 
require their pupils to pay for school 
fees, books, and uniforms after grade 7, 
most children in Zambia are unable to 
afford school and drop out. The re- 
sult is that only 20% of Zambians ever 
finish high school and 2% will receive 
their college diplomas. We want to see 
this cycle changed. Would you consid- 
er helping us one family at a time?
